Fight Carried to Floor of 
House; Bill to Abolish 
State Farm Department 
Introduced.

The house judiciary committee late | 


Monday voted 11 to 3 to report favor- 
ably an administration-sponsored bill 
for the abolition of the present vet- 
erinary department and the setting up 
of a new veterinary office as a di- 
vision of the department ot agricul- 
ture, directly under the commissiener 
of agriculture. 

The three members of the commit- 
tee who voted against the favorable 
report announced that they would stb- 
mit a minority report on the _ bill, 
thereby carrying the fight to the 
floor of the hous2. The report is ex- 
ected to reach the floor immediately, 
but action is not likely for several 
days and perhaps not until cext week. 

The bill to abolish the present veter- 
inary department also won the ap- 
proval of the “farm bloc” of the house 
at the first meeting of that group 
which was held Monday night at the 
Robert Fulton hotel. The bloc voted 
to join with the judiciary committee 
in an effort to bring about passage 
of the measure. The bill is the first 
to be supported by the bloc. Monday 
night's meeting was presided over by 
Representative Ss. Johnson, of 
Montgomery county, chairman of the 
bloc. 

‘The committee's action was the 
highlight of Monday’s legislative ac- 
tivity, néither house nor senate in 
their regular session transacting im- 
portant business. The former devoted 
most of its time to local bills and the 
receipt of new measures and the lat- 
ter gave most of its session over to 
economies in the employ of person- 
nel for the duration of the session. 

Outstanding among the new bills 
was one by the Coweta county delega- 
tion in the house composed of Speaker 
Pro Tem. Ellis Arnall and _Represen- 
tative Stonewall Dyer, calling for the

REVENUE ANGLES 
OF BEER STUDIED 
BY SENATE GROUP 


proves Brew and Wine 
and Measure Is Re- 
ferred to Financial Body

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
Swept into the senate by a favorable 
report from the judiciary committee, 
the Collier-Blaine bill to legalize 3.05 
per cent beer and wine was swiftly 
shunted out again today for a study 
of its revenue angles, with an added 
proposal for an excess profits tax on 


brewers. oe 
Given impetus by the judiciary com- 
mittee’s 8-to-6 vote of approval, it 


was sent to the finance committee for 


consideration of its proposal to levy 
a tax of $5 a barrel on the proposed 
light wine and beer. Early action 
there was promised by Chairman 
Smoot, who said the committee would 
begin its study of the measure in a 
few days. 

Despite the speed with which it 
went in and out of the senate, how- 
ever, the bill did not get by the 
watchful eye of Senator Borah, re- 
publican, Idaho, an opponent of the 
measure, who offered an amendment 
to levy an excess profits tax ranging 
from 10 to 30 per cent on brewers. 
This proposal went to the finance com- 
mittee for consideration together with 
other revenue features of the bill. 

The measure has strong democratic 
support and assurance of early con- 
sideration by leaders of both parties, 
but storm signals were posted along 
its path by the votes of six senators 
in the judiciary committee today who 
sought first to lower its proposed alco- 
holic content and then to defeat it 
altogether. 

The committee's favorable report, 
holding the bill impregnable against 
assault on constitutional grounds, was 


presented to the senate by Senator 


Blaine, republican, Wisconsin, chair- 
man of the subcommittee which draft- 
ed the revised measure. 

Two important amendments were 
added to the bill by the committee, 
one to prevent sales to minors, and 
the other to forbid advertising of the 
beverages in states where they are not 
permitted by law. Opposition to both 
amendments will be carried to the 
floor. 

An attempt by 
democrat, New Mexico, to cut the 
proposed alcoholic limitation from 
3.05 to 2 per cent failed by the same 
margin the bill was approved, 8 to 6. 

In both votes, the line-up was the 
same, with four republicans and four 
democrats supporting the bill and four

Threats Still Voices

AGREE 10 SUPPLY 
1933 CROP LOANS 


Compromise Sets Amount 
To Be Made Available at 
$90,000,000 for New Pro- 
duction.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 23—(4)—The 
hand of compromise smoothed the way 
today for early enactment of a bill 
which will mean millions in credit for 
the farmers of the country to use in 
getting out their 1933 crop. 

Before the senate agriculture com- 
mittee meanwhile the “domestic allot- 
ment” bill for raising farm prices 
reached the stage of — hearings. 

The compromise of the crop produc- 
tion loan bill passed in slightly dif- 
ferent form by the house and senate 
was reached in speedy fashion by 
conferees on the part of beth sides. 

As agreed upon, it would make 
available $90,000,000 of Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation funds for distribution 
through the secretary of agriculture 
in loans for the production and har- 
vesting of the year’s crop. 

The senate originally voted the en- 
tire unexpended balance of the $200,- 
000,000 fund employed for the same 
purpose last year. This would total 
about $103,000,000 but the house cut 
it to $75,000,000 and in conference the 
$90.000,000 figure was hit Hy 

The conferees also retained a house 
provision which would permit the sec- 
retary of agriculture to require a bor- 
rower to curtail his production up to 
30 per cent but would not force him 
to do so. 

Likewise retained was a senate pro- 
vision permitting funds to be loaned 
for feed for live stock in drought and 
storm-stricken areas but a $1,000,000 
limitation was placed upon the sum 
to be used for that purpose. 

The loans are to be made on the 
security of a first lien on the crop 
or live stock. 

All that remains between the crop 

roduction loan bill and the White 


ouse is acceptance of the conference 
report in both branches. This was 
freely predicted tonight by leading 
members. It goes to the house first. 

On_ the domestic. allotment. bill, the 
definite decision to hold publie hear- 
ings meant a delay in getting it 
fore the senate. It passed the house 
on January 12. Members, however, ex- 
pressed hope that the testimony would 
not consume more than a week. The 
first hearing was set for Wednesday. 

The bill undertakes to give the pro- 
ducer of wheat, cotton, tobacco, hogs, 
rice, peanuts and dairy products the 
pre-war price by levying a tax on the 
processor who buys from him. This 
tax in an amount equal to the differ- 
ence between the present and the pre- 
war price would be paid the farmer 
on his share of the domestic consump- 
tion, 


Paul-Boncour Defeat 
Freely Predicted 


PARIS, Jan. 23.—(UP)—Over- 
throw of the present cabinet over the 
budget by the end of the week was 
freely predicted in well-informed quar- 
ters tonight. 

The finance committee of the cham- 
ber of deputies continued to throw 
out provisions insisted upon by Fi- 
nance Minister Henry Cheron, and it 
was doubted the chamber would sup- 
port him if he stands with Premie1 
Paul-Boncour for a vote of confidence 
on the budget. 

Cheron’s proposals to reduce war 
department appropriations, including 
pensions, and salaries for civil service 
workers were summarily rejected. He 
had declared these provisions essen- 
tial to balance the budyet. 


23 More Are Indicted 
In N. Y. Poll Frauds 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—(4)—Twen- 
ty-three persons, including election 
inspectors and ‘others, were indicted 
by the federal grand jury today on 
charges of returning a false count at 
last November's election and intimi- 
dating voters. 

Forty-eight other persons already 
are under indictment in connection 
wita alleged irregularities at the 
polls, seven having been previously 
indicted by the federal grand jury 
and 44 by the county. Three of those 
indicted today were among the 44 


named by the county grand jury. 


Depression’s Roots Internal, 


Einstein Tells U. S. Audience! 


PASADENA, Cal., Jan. 23.—(/)— 
Professor Albert Einstein attributes 
America's “severe economic depres- 
‘sion’ for the most part to “internal 
‘economic causes,” relegating the war 
debts to secondary consideration. 

“The improvement in the apparatus 
of production through technical inven- 
tion and organiza .” the bushy-hair- 
ed Berlin physi said at a public 
symposium program here tonight, “has 
decreased the need for human labor 
'and thereby caused the elimination of 
a part of the labor from the economic 
cirenit and thereby caused a progres- 
sive decrease in the purchasing pow- 
er of the consumers.” 

The subject of the symposium was 
“America and the World Situation.” 
It was arranged by the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Student Body ots’ As- 
sociation. r speakers were Hen- 
ry M. Robinson, Los les ~~ :

“No one can deny.” he said. “that 


we are passing today, not only through 


an ioternational crisis in economic 
life, but also through just as severe 
& erisis in international commerce. 
and quite generally in international 
co-operation in all domains. With this 
cTisis are connected emotional tensions 
between governments and peoples, 
which can be alleviated only by the 
dispassionate investigation of their 
causes.

Date of President’s Inauguration Changed to 
January 20 As Missouri Completes 
States’ Approval.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—(4)— 
After 10 years of trying, and a hun- 
dred of waiting, the United States 
modernized its political machine today 
by eliminating defeated political offi- 
cials—the 
ernment. 

A twentieth amendment was writ- 
ten into the constitution declaring 
that after this year both the president 
and the newly chosen congress shall 
take office in the January following 
November's election, and that the old- 


has clogged the political machinery 
with its inefficiencies. shall be held 
no more. The present one is the last. 

Thirty-six states of the union rati- 
fied the amendment in less than one- 
tenth the time it took to convince 
congress that the country demanded 
abolition of this lumbering antiquity. 

Missouri completed the ratification, 
seizing the distinction of being the 
36th approving state by a wideawake 
maneuver. Its house was to meet at 
2 o'clock to act on the amendment 
already ratified by the Missouri sen- 
ate. The Massachusetts house was to 
do exactly the same thing but had the 
one-hour advantage of being in the 
eastern time zone. The Missouri 
speaker rounded up his members for 
a 10 o'clock in the morning session 


GEORGIA APPROVES 
‘LAME DUCK’ BILL

The Georgia legislature tried in 
vain Monday to win for the state 
the honor of being the 36th com- 
monwealth to approve the “lame 
duck” amendment to the federal 
constitution.

GLASS BANK BILL 
NEAR FINAL VOTE 


Decision May Be Made 
Tonight After Long 
Struggle in Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—(4)— 
Currency inflation through remoneti- 
zation of silver arose as the last big 
obstacle in the path of the Glass bank- 
ing reform bill tonight as factional 
leaders reached an informal under- 
standing to hold the senate in session 
tomorrow night to reach a final vote. 

Senators Long, of Louisiana, and 
Wheeler, of Montana, democratic liber- 
als, who have fought the measure but 
who now are willing for it to face 
the final test after considerable re- 
vision, both proposed silver riders at 
the last minute today. 

Wheeler offered as an amendment 
his bill providing for the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 with 
gold and said he would speak on it the 
first thing tomorrow. 

The Montanan proposed it as a sub- 
stitute for the Long amendment, which 
is similar to the Cross bill in the 
house. This would provide for tre- 
monetization at a ratie of about 14 
or 15 to 1 by ealling for federal pur- 
chase of silver bullion and the issu- 
ance of silver certificates whenever 
371.25 grains of fine silver is less in 
value than 25.8 grains of gold, nine 
tenths fine. 

With these amendments voted on, 
party leaders tonight predicted the 
Glass bill would be about ready for 
a final showdown. 

While no formal agreement was en- 
tered into, Senator McNary, of Ore- 
gon, the assistant republican leader, 
commended Glass for this move and 
later predicted the vote could be had 
some time tomorrow night, if not 
sooner. 

The bill withstood attacks from two 
sources today when the senate reject- 
ed, 62 to 14, an amendment by Long 
to kill the provision that the secre- 
tary of the treasury be removed from 
the federal reserve board. 

It also turned down without a roll 
call a change suggested by Senator 
Metcalf, republican, Rhode Island, to 
require the government to provide the 
entire capita] stock of a proposed cor- 
poration to liquidate the assets of 
closed banks without the help of fed- 
eral reserve and member bank sub- 
scriptions. 


Approval was voted an amendment 
by Glass himself to provide that the 
govern ent subscribe instead of ap- 
propriate $125,000.000 of the corpora- 
tion’s capital stock. 

This left unchanged the rest of the 
section which Metcalf wanted strick- 
en out and which requires the fed- 
eral reserve banks to provide about 
$68,000,000 of the capital from its 
surplus funds and the member banks 
to furnish about $75,000,000 or about 
one-fourth of 1 per cent of their to- 
tal deposits. 

“This will be no burden whatever 
on the federal] reserve system,” Glass 
contended. 

Metcalf had argued some of the 
weaker member banks might not be 
in a position to subscribe to the cor- 
por tion's stock. 


WORLD HOPE SEEN 


IN ROOSEVELT PLAN 


London Thinks Arms Dis- 
cussion May Eclipse Eco- 
nomic Conference.

LONDON. Jan. 23.—(#)—The 
eclipse of the much discussed world 
economie conference by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's Angle-American confer- 
ence on war debts and economic prob- 
lems at Washington early in March 
was foreshadowed by developments in 


London today. 

The ‘‘widened scope” of the Roose- 
velt conderence was considered of such 
importance by the British govern- 
ment ‘hat the cabinet, in session un- 
der the chairmanship of Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald at 10 Down- 
ing street, decided not to consider 
formally the Roosevelt proposal, as 
communicated through Secretary of 
State ‘timson, until full information 
has been received in regard to the 
plans for the Washington meeting. 

The negotiation of new British- 
American trade agreements was con- 
sidered to be a possibility from the 
Washington discussions, but authori- 
tative British and American commer- 
cial quarters in London stated it was 
much too early to speculate about 
what may happen. 

It is a fact that the Ottawa agree- 
ments are considered by some Ameri- 
cans to be a violation of the most 
favored nation clause in the present 
commercial treaty. At the same time 
the United States may have a weak 
position for protest becauge empire 
units, such as Canada and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, buy far more goods 
from the United States than they 
sell to the United States. 

Downing Street has deprecated dis- 
cussion of the personnel of the Wash- 
ington mission. but the announcement 
in the United States that Mr. Roose- 
velt will reserve for himself final au- 
thority for negotiation of any Anglo- 
American agreement was taken here 
as another reason why Mr. MacDon- 
ald, as head of the national govern- 
ment, would find it desirable to head 
the British delegation. 

While the cabinet shied away from 
tackling the Roosevelt proposal to- 
day, a definite, clearcut, move to 
hav: the world economic conference 
assembled at Washington was launch- 
ed under the auspices of the Ameri- 
ean Chamber of Commerce of Lon- 
don. 

This move is based on opinion 
gathered by American businessmen 
throughout Europe, not the opinion 
of American businessmen in Europe, 


but of European businessmen and of- 
ficials, who believe the world eco- 
nomic conference would have a bet- 
ter chance for success in Washing- 
ton than in any European city, even 
London. 

It also is believed that the Ameri- 
can public would have confidence in 
the decisions of a conference in Washb- 
ington, and that situations would 
_robably be avoided such as the res- 
ervations which were disclosed after 
the recent Lausanne reparations

ECONOMIC STUDY 
AT WARM SPRINGS 


“Little White House” 
Scene of Busy Activities 
as President-Elect Ar- 
rives for Vacation.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Jan. 23.— 
(?)—Preparations for a far-reaching 
study of the domestic and internation- 
al economic situation were made to- 
day by President-elect Roosevelt for 
his 10 days’ visit here. 

Bernard M. Baruch, New York fi- 
nancier and economist, will be a 
guest tomorrow at the “Little White 
House,’ and Walker Hines, of New 
York, former head of the war-time fed- 
eral railway administration, will be 
here on Wednesday at the request of 
the president-elect. 

The railroad problem is receiving 
very close attention from Mr. Roose- 
velt. He is also laying his program 
for the forthcoming world economic 
conference and there is a hint that 
many advisers will be called in dur- 
ing the next week. 

Hails “Lame Duck” Action. 

News that the constitutional amend- 
ment abolishing “lame duck” sessions 
of congress had been ratified by the 
required 36 states brought an expres- 
sion of satisfaction today from Presi- 
dent-elect Rovse. elt. 

“That makes me very happy,” he 
told newspapermen, “because the state 
of New York was the first legally to 
ratify the amendment. Virginia stole 
the march on us and ratified it be- 
fore receiving the official resolution 
from the secretary of state. We wait- 
ed for receipt of that resolution.” The 
amendment fixing new meeting times 
for congress and the inauguration of 
the president will cut short by two 
months Mr. Roosevelt’s term of office 
for the next president will be inducted 
in January rather than in March. 

Reports from Washington that other 
nations were following the lead of 
Great Britain in asking a review of 
war debts brought no response from 
Mr. Roosevelt. There is no doubt, 


open for these overtures. 
To Deal With Debtors. 

Also, it appears certain that the 
democratic president-elect intends to 
deal personally and separately with 
the European debtors on the subject of 
debts, demanding in return for con- 
cessions some assurance of support for 
a world economic program that he be- 
lieves will again open trade channels 
through stabilization of exchanges and 
a general lowering of tariff walls. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Roosevelt will take 
up the debts question himself with his 
secretary of state it seems probable

Roosevelt Declines 
Invitation to Atlanta 


President-elect Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, now on a vacation at Warm 
Springs, will be unable to accept in- 
vitations of the Georgia legislature 
to come to Atlanta to lay the corner- 
stone for the new Atlanta postoffice 
and to address the assembly, M. H.

By Prominent Supporters

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—(UP)— 
Columbia University tonight repudiat- 
ed Huoward Scott, disavowed technoc- 
racy, and withdrew all support for the 
theories and “laboratory work” un- 
der his direction. 

In a manifesto signed bys four of 
the one-time “key men” surrounding 
Scott, headed by Professor Walter 
Rautenstrauch, announcement was 
made that study of some phases of in- 
dustrial research would be continued. 
but that “we are withdrawing from 
association with technocracy.”

changes will be conducted “by a new 
organization, under another name.” 

The announcement was signed by 
Rautenstrauch, hitherto one of Scott's 
most vigorous supporters, and by 
Bassett Jones, Frederick L. Acker 
man, New York architect, and Leon 
Henderson, of the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation. It was made in the engineer- 
ing 1 at Columbia, following 21 
noon-day meeting of professors at the 
Engineers’ Club.

“We are not in accord with some 
of the statements and attitude ex-

Warrant Threat Made

Ford today was threatened with a 
bench warrant to compél him to tes- 
tify in litigation involving his motor 
company. 

Served two weeks ago with a sub- 
poena, by a ruse, the 69-year-old mo- 
tor manufacturer, who hasn’t been in 
court since 1919, failed to appear to 
give testimony today in a suit in- 
volving the Sweeten Automobile Com- 
pany of Philadelphia, and the Ford 
Motor Company.

The suit, a counter-action by the 
Sweeten company, brought into the 
courts again the decade-old contro- 
versy between the Ford company and 
the old Lincoln Motor Company, of 
which the late Henry M. Leland was 
the founder.

(Chicago Expedition Unearths 
Palaces 6,000 Years Old in Persia 


CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—()—Adobe 
huts from which evolved a civiliza- 
tion culminating in the palaces of 
Persepolis have been unearthed after 
six years by a University of Chicago 
expedition in Persia. : 

he gathering dust of 60 centuries 
preserved the evidence of crange for 
scientists who rapturously termed 
their find “one of the greatest and 
most important in archeological re- 
search.” 

Dr. James Henry Breasteu, head of 
the university’s oriental institute, re- 
ceived the reports from Dr. Ernst 
Herzfeld, field director of the expedi- 
tion. 

Dr. Breasted said the md houses 
of 4,000 B.C, were “the earliest pre- 
historic ancestry” of the hiack stone 
palaces which sheltered the gay court 
of Alexander the Great in 330 B. C. 

Two miles from the ruins of Perse- 
polis the diggers found a muund about 
300 feet by 600 which when excavat- 
ed uncovered a village of the stone 
age. There was a narrow street lined 
by adobe dwellings. The walls framed 


the oldest doors and windows known 
to modern research. There were clay 
dishes, flint knives and bones of ani- 
mals that had been stewed for the 
last meal eaten there. 

A wall seven feet high had been 
preserved. Water colors in red ochre 
stained the walls. The pottery bore 
polychrome designs. 

The transition from adobe to the 
grand palace of Alexander's day was 
clearly outlined as the conquerors 
palaces in Persepolis had disclosed rich 
detail of art. In these stately ruins 
the brick walls were varied by doors, 
windows and collonaded balis of stone 
polished like ebony. The stone bore 
base reliefs of figure six feet bigh 
and extending 1,000 feet. They told 
a story of Persian and Median offi- 
cials receiving ambassadors of 21 sub- 
ject nations, the scientists said, One 
fragment, that of the emprer, had 
retained the colors of purpie and scar- 
lot in his robe.

MONTGOMERY, Ala.. Jan. 23.—

The administrator submitted the 
figures in answer to a request from 
the committee and to clarify an error 
he made before the committee in an

The table of possible costs submit- 
ted by Hines estimated 3,738,500 per- 
sons would be receiving benefits in 
1950, with expenditures for World

IOWA USES NEW LAW 
10 SAVE TWO BANKS 


Institutions to Remain Open, 
With Ban Placed on 
Withdrawals. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, Jan. 23.—() 
A new Iowa law authorizing the 
state banking superintendent to take 
over the operation of state banks was 


invoked for the first time today. 

The Mount Ayr state bank and 
the Benton Savings bank, both in 
Ringgold county, requested the aid of 
Superintendent L. A. Andrew, under 
whose jurisdiction they may be op- 
erated without going into receiver- 
ship. 

The new law, rushed through both 
houses of the general assembly last 
Friday, specifies that the banking 
superintendent shall be in charge for 
one year, although the time may be 
extended with the approval of the 
state executive council. 

Andrew said that in the case of 
the two banks taken over, no with- 
drawals will be permitted at present. 
He added, however, that if sufficient 
cash became available later, it would 
be prorated among depositors. 

New deposits will be accepted at 
the banks, Andrew said, these funds 
remaining in trust entirely separated 
from. the old accounts. He was em- 
phatic in pointing out that new funds

Measure Expected to Pro-

The “‘Talmadge-sponsored $3 auto- 
mobile tag bill will be the first order 
of business in the house of representa- 
tives this morning. The measure was 
given its second reading and favorable 
committee report received just before 
the close on Monday’s session. In or- 
der that it might be taken up first to- 
day Speaker E. D. Rivers had it given 
the second reading. 

The bill, as provided by the com- 
mittee, provides for $3 tags for all 
passenger vehicles and motorcycles 
and retains the present schedule for 
trucks. 

Though some opposition is expected 
to the bill, its passage by the house is 
forecast by legislative leaders. 

Strong efforts to obtain passage of 
the bill by a substitute providing for 


a graduated scale of tag prices in- 
stead of the flat 33 rate coalaniie--wrilt 
be made today, it was said Monday | 
night as authors of various substitute | 
measures went into a conference with 
a view of consolidating their strength. 

Several motor tag bills already in- 
troduced were being planned for use 
as substitutes in today’s motor tag ac- 
tion of the house, and other substi- | 
tute bills were said to have been 
drawn. Two bills read Monday at the 
meeting of the motor vehicle commit- 
tee of the house were postponed in 
order that they may he offered as 
substitutes. One of these, by John! 
C. Beasley, of Tattnall, cuts the pres- | 
ent graduated scale approximately in| 
half, with a minimum rate of $5.50.

‘Lame Duck’ Sessions 
May Still Be Called 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—(/)— 
Though aimed to do away with leg- 
islation by defeated congressmen, 
the twentieth amendment carries no 
specific prohibition against it, and 
it does permit the barest chance of 
a defeated congress meeting. 

This could come about in two 
ways: First, the second regular ses- 
sion of a congress could continue 
straight through campaign season 
and election time. One chance in a 
thousand of that. 

_ Second, after the election, which 
is never earlier than November 2 
and never later than November 8, 
the president could call a special 
session. This would be forced to ad- 
journ by noon, January 3. Only the 
most extraordinary circumstances, 
involving virtually unanimous sup- 
port in con; -ess for the president's 
purpose, would permit such a move.

own terms it will not take effect un- 
til October 15. Had it been in force 
last October Franklin D. Roosevelt 
would be in the White House today. 

After this year when the people 
record their will at the ballot box in 
November, the men they send to con- 
gress will begin to function within 
two months. Hitherto the new repre- 
sentatives have had to twiddle their 
thumbs for 13 months—until Decem- 
ber of the next year—while the coun- 
try has been given legislation spon- 
sored, framed and put through in part 
by men who have been specifically re- 
pudiated by the voters. 

Senator George Norris, Nebraska’s 
independent warrior, put the amend- 
ment through congress last March aft- 
er a 10-year fight against the ultra- 
conservatives who wished to preserve 
the antiquated machinery. 

He hailed the victory today as “a 
great step toward placing the control 
of our government in the hands of 
the chosen representatives of the 
American people.” 

He was confident, too, that his 
amendment would do away with such 
spectacles as the senate filibuster of 
the last two weeks, for filibusters, jus- 
tified or otherwise, thrive on lack of 
time and from now on congress will 
have no set adjournment day. 

It will meet every year on January 
3. The president will take office ev- 
ery four years on January 20. The 
17-day difference is to give congress 
time to canvass and certify the elec- 
tion results. 

The popularity of the change has 
been attested by the speed with which 
states have acted. Virginia ratified 
without even waiting to get a copy of 
the proposal. Seventeen states had 
ratified before last summer’s cam- 
paigns. The remaining ratifications 
have all come since legislative sessions 
began again the first week of this 
month. 

Connecticut, Florida, Massachu- 
setts, Montana, Nevada, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Wisconsin and Colo- 
rado are the only states yet to ratify. 


These Amendments | 
Part of Constitution 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—(2)— 
The twenty amendments to the fed- 
eral constitution begin with the one 
declaring freedom of speech and of 
the press. 

It was article one of the ten amend- 
ments submitted and ratified togeth- 
er in 1791. 

Article Two: Preserved the right 
of the people to bear arms, 

Three: Soldiers shall not be quar- 
tered on citizens. 

Four: No search and seizure with- 
out proper warrant. 

Five: No person shall be held for 
trial on a felony without grand jury 
action. 

Six: Speedy, impartial trial guar- 
anteed. 

Seven: Trial by jury preserved. 

Eight: Excessive bail and cruel 
punishment prohibited. 

Nine: Rights not enumerated in 
_ constitution retained by the peo- 
ple. 

Ten: Powers delegated to the fed- 
eral government retained by states or 
people. 

Eleven: The government protected 
against civil suits. 

Twelve: Manner of choosing presi- 
dent and vice president prescribed. 

Thirteen: Slavery abolished. 

Fourteen: Citizenship rights not to 
be abridged. 

Fifteen: Equal rights regardless of 
color affirmed. 

Sixteen: Federal income taxes au- 
thorized. 

Seventeen: Senators to be elected 
by popular vote. 

Eighteen: Intoxicating liquor pro- 
hibited. 

Nineteen: Nation - wide 
granted to women. 

Twenty: Short session of congress 
abolished and presidential inaugura- 
tion advanced to January 20.

Laying the cause of the dissension 
between nations of the far east at 
the feet of China, declaring that Japan 
wants peace but is justified in her 
policy regarding Manchuria, Yuki 
Sato, Japanese consul general at New 
Orleans, made the initial address be- 
fore the organization meeting of the 
Far Eastern Society of Atlanta at the 
Biltmore hotel Monday night. The 
society is made up of people who wish 
to obtain a clear picture of conditions 
in Japan, Korea, China, the Philip- 
pine Islands and other nations of the 
Pacific ocean. 

Francis W. Clarke, of The Consti- 
tution, who has spent much time in 
the Orient, presided at the meeting. 
A committee was named to draft a set 
of Ly-laws and to nominate Officers 
for report at the next meeting, for 
which no date has been set. 

Mr. Clarke introduced Dr. M. I. 
Brittain, president of Georgia Tech, 
who in turn introduced the Japanese 
consul to the more than 65 guests 
present. At the close of the address 
Savo answered questions concerning 
the situation in the far east, most of 
which concerned the military situa- 
tion. Captain Prentis S. Geer, of the 
United States marine corps, delivered 
a brief talk in which he urged all 
present to consider the economic angle 
of the relationship with the east rath- 
er than the military angle.

Russia Awaited Chance. 

‘Behind China,” said Sato, “loomed 
Russia, waiting for the first opportu- 
nity to snatch the whole of Manchu- 
ria from the feeble hands of the Man- 
chu ruler, and in 1896 the famous 
Li-Lobanoff secret treaty was con- 
cluded between Russia and China, an 
offensive and defensive alliance aimed 
at Japan. ° 

“It permitted Russia to build a 
strategic railway through Manchuria 
to Viadivostok, and two years later

ITALY AND BELGIUM 
ENTER CAPITAL SCENE 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—(4)— 
New moves in the war debt problem 
tonight brought Italy and Belgium in- 
formally into the rapidly developing 
discussions that have followed the re- 
opening of debt negotiations with 
Great Britain. 
Acting without instructions from 
his government Ambassador Rosso, of 
Italy, made inquiries of the state de- 


partment over the prospect of talking 
debts with the United States. When 
it paid its debt due: last December 
15, the fascist grand council, in a 
declaration, said it would be necessary 
to negotiate a new agreement before 
the next payment is due June 15. 

Ambassador May, of Belgium— 
which along with France and several 
other debtors defaulted its December 
15 payment—also called at the state 
department to inform himself on the 
status of debt discussions. 

Czecho-Slovakia, which paid its De- 
cember 15 installment, received a full 
report on the question from its lega- 
tion last week after inquiries at the 
department. 

Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British 
ambassador, called late today upon 
Assistant Secretary Bundy, of the 
state department. Neither would reveal 
what was discussed. 

At present, however, the only war 
debt discussions which are a certainty 
are those between President-elect 
Roosevelt and the British government 
after March 4. Along with debts there 
will be a discussion of a wide range of 
economic subjects in which America 
and Great Britain are interested. 

Authoritative sources disclosed that 
the president-elect, who discusssed the 
prospective Anglo-American talks with 
President Hoover at the White House 
last week, is not insisting that Secre- 
tary Stimson in preparing for the dis- 
cussions drastically limit the British 
delegation. 

Mr. Roosevelt has indicated, how- 
ever. that he desired to negotiate di- 
rectly with the British chief delegate 
or delegates and thus assume respon- 
sibility to congress for any arrange- 
ment reached. 

There has been no official indica- 
tion of what course Mr. Roosevelt will 
take toward other debtor nations. 
France and the others which defaulted 
asked a re-examination last November 
at about the same time Great Britain 
did. 

In replying, however, the Hoover 
administration emphasized the desir- 
ability of the payment of the Decem- 
ber 15 installment. Great Britain, 
which paid, has been granted a hear- 
ing, but there has been no mention of 
France.

Manchturia’s Position. 


“In the war with Russia,” he said, 
“Japan sacrificed 120,000 lives and 
$1,000,000.000 in gold. But still, as 
a result of the campaign, Manehuria 
remained the property of China. It 
is casily to be seen that but for Ja- 
pan’s prowess, Manchuria would have 
fallen into the hands of Russia and 
there would be that territory for 
China to argue about today.” 

Sato said that ever since Japan 
acquired the Russian rights in. Man- 
churia that her aim had been to secure 
peace and order in Manchuria. 

“Japan has invested more than $1.,- 
000,000,000 in Manchuria,” he said, 
adding that population and trade had 
increased remarkably. Next, he 
sketched the industrial set-up of Man- 
churia, which showed great growth 
over a period of 25 years, he said. 

From industry and trade -he moved 
to an explanation of education, po- 
litical and economic history of Man- 
churia during the last quarter century, 
adding that for many centuries “Chi- 
nese people have considered themselves 
the most civilized nation in the 
world.” 

Accuses China’s Motives. 


“The government of Ohina,” he 
said, “encouraged the anti-foreign agi- 
tations so prevalent there, especially 
their method of boycotting, which is 
not the common method generally 
known, but one which is applied often 
in inhuman maltreatment.” 

Moving toward recent events, Sato 
explained events of 1931 between 
China and Japan and the inception 
of ‘the Manchurian affair.” He de- 
clared the Manchurian trouble was 
an inevitable sequel to events.

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, Jan. 23. 
(P)—Grinning like a schoolboy at the 
extravagance of his welcome, Eamon 
De Valera had to fight his way 
through a crowd of 60,000 persons to 
the piatform on College Green, where 
tonight he closed his campaign for his 
return to the presidency of the Irish 
Free State. 

The president's speech was short. 
He made an eloquent appeal to con- 
tinue the policy of the fianna fail, 
the party he leads. 

His leading opponent. William T. 
Cosgrave, a former president who’ fa- 
vors development of the republic as 
an integral part of the British com- 
monwealth, made his final appeal for 
votes in his own constituency, the city 
of Cork. His reception was an en- 
thusiastie one. 

Tomorrow the campaign, which 
started when President De Valera dis- 
solved the dail following a delicate 
situation arising from the  govern- 
ment’s stand on a labor‘’question, will 
end at the polis when citizens of the 
Irish Free State will decide on the 
two main issues of the campaign: Rap- 
proachement between Ireland and 
Great Britain, or a rigid economic in- 
dependence between the nations. Mr. 
De Valera is pledged to a policy of 
non-co-operation with Great Britain. 

Another important issue arises from 
the stand of the two principal can- 
didates on the land annuities pay- 
ments to Great Britain and abroga- 
tion of the oath to the crown. 

“We have climbed well up the hill 
towards our goal, and the summit is 
in sight.” Mr. De Valera asserted. 

“Ie will require an effort to reach 
the top. The way is not easy. The 
only easy way is the way downward, 
as is the descent to hell. Let there 
be full steam ahead.” .

SEIZURE RULING 


Ship Must Be Within 
Hour’s Sailing From 
Shore, Jurists Hold. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—(?)— 
The supreme court today held inter- 
national treaties above domestic law, 
ruling that British and Canadian 
rum-running vessels cannot be seized 
if they are more than one hour’s sail- 
ing from the American shore even 
though inside the 12-mile limit pre- 
scribed by the tariff act.

For instance 
American might annex a eouple of Pa- 
risian boulevards, the Folies Bergere, 
the Moulin Rouge and a few other 
joints like that. Those cellars in 
Reims where one billion bottles of 
champagne are wasting away may be 
included. All this might wipe out quite 
a bit of the capital sum involved. In 
the end, I fear, it is the French who 
would benefit. There would be such a 
crowd of Americans flocking over to 
this side merely to see the annexed 
territories that the French would rub 
their hands-and chuckle with delight. 
All those Americans would have to eat, 
wouldn’t they? Hm, leave it to the 
Parisians to charge them for their 
meals. And all the other financial 
souvenirs they would leave behind...

Heretofore from midnight until 
morning no ranking member of the 
department has been on duty.

NO PLACE FOR RELIEF FUNDS. 


The remarkable announcement is 
made that large sums have been 
contributed by the Emergency Re- 
lief Fund of New York city for the 
support of the research work from 
which the technocratic theory was 
evolved. 

More than $5,000 a month is 
still being contributed to pay the 
salaries of 106 architects, engineers 
and statisticians, working under the 
direction of Professor Howard Scott, 
of Columbia University, despite the 
fact that technocracy has been 
weighed in the balance, found want- 
ing and largely tossed into the dis- 
card by the sober and logical think- 


With commendable tact, the chiefs 
of the German and Italian govern- 
ments have made Christmas the oc- 
casion for the liberation of political 
prisoners. Mussolini set free about a 
thousand of adversaries of the fascist 
regime and General Von Schleicher 
liberated no less than 10,000 political 
prisoners who had been. condemned to 
various terms for participation in the 
tumults and unrests that have fea- 
tured German national life of late 
years. 

In so far as Germany is concerned 
the effect of this move on the part of 
Chancellor Von Schleicher was remark- 
able. It did nothing less than knock 
a prop from beneath ultra-racical prop- 
aganda. Hitherto, the who'esale im- 
prisonment of leaders and _ boldest 
spirits among the agitators has served 
as a stimulus to discontent and revolt. 
The jailed méen were talked of as mar- 
tyrs. And nothing helps a cause more 
than a few martyrs. As a matter of 
fact. the martyrs of communism and 
naziism were deemed absolutely neces- 
sary elements in the struggle of these 
movements. 

And now all at once the martyrs are 
free and a grave cause of friction has 
been removed. It was a wise move 
on the part of the chancellor to let 
these men go home. Whether the 
move will find emulation in other 
countries, remains to be seen. Yet it 
can scarcely be denied that the effect 
would be almost the same in America 
if President-elect Roosevelt should, up- 
on assuming office, set free Tom 
Mooney and Billings, and some others, 
who overwhelming evidence has shown 
are not guilty of the bomb-outrage in 
San Francisco, and who therefore 
must be considered political prisoners.

These are some of the things a doc- 
tor thinks about when he is spending 
a night working over a baby poisoned 
by morphine in a harmless little cough 
cure recommended to the ignorant 
parents by the kind gentleman who 
runs the neighborhood drugstore. 

Pleurisy and certain cases of pul- 
monary tuberculosis are the only con- 
ditions I ean think of, where it is 
for the patient’s benefit to suppress 
the cough. In all other conditions 
of which congh is a symptom the use 
of opium, morphine, codeine, heroine, 
chloroform, paregoric, dionin and 
other narcotics is generaly harmful 
and sometimes dangerous. Aside from 
the danger of opium or narcotic pois- 
oning, these so-called cough sedatives 
lull the victim into a false sense of 
improvement when perhaps the illness 
is rapidly growing worse. I believe 
the early resort to one or another 
nostrum purporting to “cure” cough 
is the straw that converts many a 
mild bronchitis into a grave pneu- 
monia. 

As a rule a reasonable amount of 
coughing is good for what ails you, 
and if it comes to a question of quiet- 
ing or suppressing the cough the 
method or means of doing this should 
be left entirely to your physician’s 
judgment.

“Does bad intention really lie be- 
hind this, or has it to do with the 
necessities accompanying the situa- 
tion? A nation possesses land, facili- 
ties for production, and the ability to 
labor or its inhabitants and, in addi- 
tion also some gold, although in an 
amount which is practically negligible 
in comparison with the great indebted- 
ness here coming under consideration. 

“A nation can thus pay only with 
goods, that is—in the lage resort— 
only with the products of its labor. 
Should these goods not be taken in 
sufficient amount by the creditor na- 
tion, then inability to pay must un- 
qualifiedly set in. This interrelation 
becomes somewhat obscured in _ its 
simplicity, only therefrom that. the 
interposition of the concept of gold 
hides the facts a little from our sight.” 

Professor Einstein said Germany’s 
previous payments had been made 
with funds received in the form of 
loans “whose rapid repayment would 
certainly shatter the money system.” 

Can’t Take Goods. 

“Why, however,” he asked, “has 
America not taken the payments in 
the form of goods or through an en- 
couragement of the importation of 
goods? Because her own _ industrial 
establishments would have been seri- 
ously damaged by such importation.” 

He said it has been assumed that 
“the world depression for the most 
part had its origin through the war 
debts.” 

“If this view were correct,” he said, 
“it would then be impossible to under- 
stand the severe economic crisis in 
America; the economic connection of 
this great country with the outside is 
certainly not close enough to explain 
the depression in America as due in 
the main to the economic failure of 
Europe. 

“According to my conviction it can- 
not be doubted that the severe eco- 
nomic depression is to be traced back 
for the most part to internal economic 
causes.” 

Speaking of Germany's demand for 
military equality, he said “it appears 
to be unqualifiedly justified.” He 
pointed out he spoke as a private citi- 


zen. 

“On the other hand, however, it 
would appear to me from the stand- 
point of the progress of true human 
culture as a great and fatal step back- 
wards,” he said, “if universal military 
service should again be introduced in 
Germany. 

Professional Army. 

“Universal military service means 
the training of youth in a war-like 
spirit, it means thus the impossibility 
of a moral disarmament of the peo 
ple. Would it not be in the interests 
of all, also if France should decide for 
herself to introduce a_ professional 
army instead of a drafted army? Then 
it would be possible to do away with 
universal military service—already to- 
day—through international agreement. 

“Certainly America, with her great 
influence, would advocate this emi- 
nently important step forward, if she 
had not become accustomed to such

Sullivan Sees Many Ob- 


U.S. District-Attorney To 
Confer With Officials 
on Investigation. 


MEMPHIS, Jan. 23,—(UP)— 
Wayne D. Maddox, United States dis- 
trict attorney, said today he will go 
to Washington soon to confer with de- 
partment of justice officers regarding 
his proposed probe of alleged peonage 
on southern plantations. 

District attorneys at Little Rock, 
Ark. and Clarksdale, Miss., have 


pledged their en-operation in investi- 
ating complaints of negroes that 
‘peonage’ conditions exist on planta- 
tions. 

Maddox said he realized the task 
of gathering evidence against planta- 
tion owners who allegedly mistreat 
tenanis “is stupendous” and he decid- 
ed to go to Washington before Feb- 
ruary 1 to discuss the matter with au- 
thorities. 

“This is a matter that will require 
® year or more to get at the root of 
the trouble,” he said. “Complaints 
are still coming in daily. I decided 
to investigate the matter after about 
200 complaints first were made in my 
office.” 

Bureau of investigation of the de- 
parcment of justice would probe com- 
plaints and collect evidence, he said, 
while the district attorneys in this 
section would prosecute the cases. 

Many tenants claim they have been 
lured from Memphis and other places 
on promises of prosperity on planta- 
tio2as. Once on the farms, they com- 
plain they were mistreated and over- 
charged for provisions, bought from 
the plantation commissary, and thus 
kept in debt. Some charged they were 
ejected from the plantations while 
their wives and children were required 
to remain on the plantation to work 
off thei debt.

HONDURAS, GUATEMALA 


AGREE ON BOUNDARY 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—(UP)— 
A century-old boundary dispute be- 
tween Honduras and Guatemala was 
settled today in a finding announced 
by the special boundary tribunal pre- 
sided over by Chief Justice Charles 
Evans Hughes, of the United States 
supreme court. 

The decision was made under the 
terms of a treaty signed Ly Guate- 
mala and Honduras in 1930 by which 
both nations agreed to accept the tri- 
bunal’s verdict. 

Unable to determine the exact his- 
toric boundaries of the two countries 
the tribunal drew a border tine based 
partly on historic possession and part- 
ly on later developments. It also was 
guided by the principle of whether 
possessions of either country had been 
acquired in good faith and without 
invading the rights of the other party.

Admiral Smith is now commander 
of the special service squadron in 
Central American waters and will be 
relieved of those duties by Rear Ad- 
miral Clark H. Woodward, of Atlan- 
ta, now on his way to Panama. 


Total Collection for De- 
cember Is Listed at 
$210,995,057. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—(/)— 
Largely attributable to shrinkage in 
income tax collections, government re- 
ceipts from ali taxes fell $84,504,169 
in December as compared with the 
corresponding month of 1931. 

Total collections for last month 
were reported today by the internal 
revenue burear as $210,995,057 
against $295,499,227 in the . previous 
December. 

Income tax collections which to- 
taled $256.522,09€ in the last month 
of the 1931 year amounted to only 
$141,033,327 last month, a drop of 
$115,488,769.. On the other hand the 
miscellaneous tax, including the levies 
in the aew tax bill, showed an in- 
crease vf $30.984,600. Collections 
were $69,961,730 as compared with 
$38.977.130 a year before. 

For the first six months of the 
fiscal year income tax collections have 
fallen $272.139.601 below the amount 
collected in the same period of the 
previous year, amounting to $343,- 
167,459. Miscellaneous taxes, reflect- 


ing the new levies, have shown an in- 


crease of $134.479,152 in the same 
six months, amounting to $401,270,- 
035. 

Collections continued to be disap- 
pointing from the new taxes, but it 
was pointed out that the income taxes 
will not reflect the increased rates 
levied in the 1932 revenue act un- 
til the March 15 payments are made 
on 193: income. Of all the taxes 
levied by the government, 21 showed 
increases and 29 declines. 

Tobacco taxes for December total- 
led $27.132.597 a decrease of $2,054,- 
000 from November and a drop of 
$326,000 from December of last year. 
Cigarets, however, showed an increase 
of $72.000 over December of 1931, but 
a drop of $784,000 as compared with 
November. 

The tax on bonds, capital stock is- 
sues, conveyances, etc., was $1,.374.- 
536 in December against $1,155,136 
in November and the tax on stock 
transfers was $1,677.383 as compared 
with $1,986,498 in November. Lub- 
ricating oil tax was off approximate- 
ly $266,000 to $1.372.055. while the 
gasoline tax was off $673,468 to $13,- 
268,950. 
Automobiles and motor cycles 
brought in $462,796 against $756.- 
470 the previous month, but electrical 
energy returned $2,975.161 as com- 
pared with $2,867.080 in November. 
The tax on bank checks amounted to 
$3,642,530 against $3,835.995 the 
previous month. Admissions also were 
off in December amounting to $1,871,- 
243. against $1,952,379. 

The tax receipts on telegraph, tele- 
phone and radio messages increased, 
returning $1.906,040 as compared 
with $1,372,600 the previous month.

“Sign-Off Bids 


As a rule, every time a player 
speaks, his partner quite properly in- 
fers some added strength, and is, in 
turn, often encouraged to bid further. 

It is true that there are certain 
handg such as Spades 9 8 7 5 4 3— 
Hearts 7—Diamonds 10 8 3 2—Ciubs 
8 2—where a player is sorely tempted 
to “rescue” partner's one notrump 
with a bid of two spades. Obviously, 
the hand is worthless at any bid ex- 
cept two spades where one can hope 
to establish winners, The trouble is 
that partner has no means of dis- 
tinguishing clearly between the 
“strength” and “weakness,” and with 
some such hopeless hands, the more 
t: player bids, the more his partner, 
whose hand is quite likely stronger 
than usual, is apt to rebid until they 


throw the cards at each other's face. 
If all Takeouts of two meant weak- 
ness, then partnerships would lose the 
benefit o° “strength inferences” on

For this season, in the Culbertson 

System it is a fundamental principle 
that with a fe definite exceptions. 
every bid is an encouraging bid, -and 
that a pass is, as a rule, the only “res- 
cue.” The only exceptions occur in

Some of these “rescue” situations 
arise after a Penalty Double of part- 
ner’s suit bid of one, or after a Pen- 
alty Double of a low contract by 
partner himself; others occur in a 
group of bids known as “Sign- 
Off” bids. A “Sign-Off” bid is a warn- 
ing to partner that the hand, though 
previously bid, is below his minimum 
expectations in honor strength and 
that any further bidding by him is at 
his own risk and peril. 

A “Sign-Off” bid is recognized by 
the fact that (a) the Responding 
Hand has bid and then rebid its suit 
at least twice; and, at the same time,

LOWNDES WILL SEEK

Franklin to Introduce Bil] 
to Arrange for Use of 
Road Funds. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Jan. 23.—Before 
leaving the city today to resume his 
work in the house of representatives, 
O. W. Franklin announced a local bill 
for the relief of the county and city 
schools.
